Accused Man Remains in 
Courtroom to Learn Result 








Realty Man Can Be Sentenced 
Only for “Uttering” Al- 
leged Bogus Paper. 





The case of M. Dwight Fortner, 
charged with forging the name of Hen- 
ry C. Tulley as endorsement of a $12,000 
check went to the jury at 1:25 p. m. 
Friday. 

Fortner remained in the courtroom, 
awaiting the verdict while his wife 
went out for luncheon. Judge Harvey, 
chief of counsel for the defense, hur- 
ried to Union Station to catch a train 
for Jackson, Miss., where he will spend 


Christmas with relatives. 

Cc. B. Williams and Judge arwey, at- 
torneys for Fortner, made a sentimen- 
tal plea to the jury to give Mrs. Fort- 
ner’s husband to her as a Christmas 
present. They also dwelt upon the joy 
of their little boy when he weuld find 
that his father was free. 

The strongest point made in the argu- 
ments for the defense was that if Fert- 
ner had intended to forge Tulley’s name 
it would not have been necessary for 
him to go to Tulley’s office with the 
$12,000 check, as testimony for the prose-. 
cution showed that Fortner had atleast 
three signatures of Tulley on contracts. 
for the sale of the Alice Apartments. 

Arguments were begun at 11:39 a. m. 
after Judge Grimm had. given ii in” 
structions to the jury, one of ‘whieh 
‘that if Fortner is found. gulity his piin- 
isbment must be from two to sevén 
vears in the penitentiary. 

This; in effect, fixed the charge as 
third degree forgery, and the judge spe- 
cifically instructed the jury that it was] 
to consider only the second count In. the 
indictment, that Fortner ‘‘uttered,” or 
passed, a forged check. The jury was 
told to ignore the charge that Fortner 
forged the ipdorsement. 

The instructions, in substance, were: 

By. the indictment the defendant is 
charged on the second count and is 
accused of passing and circulating 
as true a certain cashier's check. 
You are to consider only this count 
in reaching your verdict. 

If you find that within the last 
three years the defendant passed as 
true what purported to be the in- 
dorsement of H, C. Tulley, that.this 
indorsement was forged and that the 
defendant, knowing it was forged, 
passed it, intending té cheat and 
defraud, then you will find him 
guilty. 

Past Good Conduct Considered. 

It is incumbent on the State to 
prove that Fortner knew the indorse- 
ment was forged,;but it is not heces- 
sary to prove intent to defraud. . It 
is sufficient to show that his act\ 
was one calculated to defraud. 

Flight from the State raises a pre- 
sumption of guilt. If you believe the 
defendant fled to avoid arrest, you 
must take that into consideration. 
But, though he fled, if you do not re. 
lieve that he did so to escape arrest, 
you shall'not hold his flight against

He swore cheerfully when his troopers 
exposed themselves and good naturedly 
pushed them behind the cover of stumps 
and tengled underbrush. Chamorro was

As the évening approached and the 
enemy still resisted after repeated as- 


*isaults, the insurgents wavered from

Mena had moved up the Rama 
River, but hig 600 men were weak from 
their march and failed to effect the 
expected junction with the other armies 
of the ineurgéntse when the assault be- 
They encountered roads knee deep 
With red elay and overgrown with tropi-

Way with their machetes, but their 
progress was slow. Chamorro became

The enemy fell on évery side but Cha- 
morro discerned that 
but holding his line. After dispatch- 
ing the messenger to Mena he adopted 
the plan of repulsing the enemy when 
they left their trenches but without at- 
tempting a further advance. 

Mena realized the situation and in- 
stead of satisfyihg himself by cutting 
off the possible retreat of the Govern- 
ment troops, pushed forward for an as- 
sault. How he and his @w men got 
through the intervening two miles of 
brush the General has:been unable since 
to explain. They seem to have rushed 
so desperately that they failed to real- 
ize the obstacles before them. 

Gen. Chamorro. had been fought to a 
standstill] and his men were well nigh 
exhausted. Over the field telephone 
Commander-in-Chief BHstrada was in- 
formed that the situation was desper- 
ate and that while his army was not 
defeated, victory was not in sight. 

When the hour was darkest for the 
insurgents, cheers were heard and pre- 


bleeding men emerged from the jungle 
into the half-cleared plantation where 
the battle was being waged. 


Charged the Hilti. 
Without stopping for orders, and yell- 


ing at the top of their voices, the rein- 
forcing troops swept across the clear- 
ing to the rear of the enemy and 
charged the hill at a point. where no 
machine guns had been placed. 

The movement of Mena served as a 
signal for a general advance by the 
three armies of the insurgents. At a 
critical: moment the insurgents swept 
up the hill in the face of a furious fire. 
Mena was the first to reach the sum- 
mit. At his heels were his determined 
soldiers. 

The defenders, depending on their 
rifles only, were unable to repulge the 
attackers. Suddenly abandoning their 
trenches, the Government troops fell 


back before Mena’s men and charged 


the advancing armies under Chamorro 
and Diaz. 

Mena pushed his attack on Gonsaled 
rear. 

In 10 minutes it was all over, but in 
that 10 minutes heavy execution was 
done. Scores were killed outright and 
the wounded covered the summit of the 
hill. Mundreds of the enemy threw 
down their arms and begged for quar- 
vr.

F. Guiseppe Bufanno, 


musician. and composer, placed this de- 
claration on file in the archives. of the 


vorce from his: wife, Mattie A. Bufefino. 

Bufanno bélongs to a family long cele- 
brated in the music circles of St. Louis. 
He alleges in his petition for divorce 
that when he sat down to write a piece 
of music his wife, like the farmer -who 
used turf.to drive a boy out of hia ap- 
ple tree, would first try the virtue of 

a stick of stovewood on his head. 

If that failed to make him desist, he 
states, she would throw.a smoothing 
iron at his head. If he still persisted 
in writing music she would kick him in 
the stomach and.call him a “‘Dago.”’ 

This treatment, according to Bufanno, 
finally drové the music out of his soul, 
compelled him to give up composing, and 
forced him to accept “menial employ- 
ment as a clerk.”’ 

The Bufannos were married June 28, 
196, and separated Oct. 28, 1909. Bufanno 
alleges that his wife had, besides her 
other failings, a violent temper and e 
jealous disposition, and accused him of 
showing attention to other women. He 
says she also threatened to shoot him.

STEER CHARGES FIGURES IN 
HIS CONTRACT WERE ALTERED 


F. A. Steer, president of the F. A. 
Steer Furnishing Goods Co., who was 
negotiating with Henry C. Tulley for 


the purchase of the Alice Apartments 
when his check for $12,000 was cashed 
just before the disappearance of M. 
Dwight Fortner, now on trial for for- 


j gery, told a Post-Dispatch reporter Fri- 


day that the figures in the origina! 
contract submitted to him -by Fortner 
had been changed from $27,500 to $14,000. 

This contract, Steer said, made it ap- 
pedrance in the trial Thursday night, 
when it was offered to Tulley for the 
purpose of identifying his signature. 
After identifying the signature, Tulley, 
according to Steer, discovered the 
change in the figures and called the 
attention of Assistant Circuit Attorney 
Newton to it. This contract was dat- 
ed Jan. 18, and on that day, according 
-to Steer, Fortner wrote to him that 
Tulley would exchange the apartments 
for Steer’s property and $27,500, Steer to 
assume the mortgage of $37,000. 

While eating his dinner Steer was 
called to the telephone and requested to 
go to the Four Courts to testify that 
the original contract was for $27,500 in- 
stead of $14,000. An objection was made 
to his testifying on the ground that the 
paper was not offered in evidence, but 
‘merely for the purpose of identifying the 
signature.

OVER 2 STATES 


Flying Machine Believed to Be 
That of W. E. Tillinghast 
of Worcester, Mass. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. | 
WILLIMANTIC, Conn., Dec. 24.—Short- 


ly after 7:30 o'clock last night when the 
Christmas shopping trade was crowd- 
ing the streets of the city, there sud+ 
denly came from the east a large search- 
light. | 

As it approached the city it grew larg- 
er and larger, and attracted much at-. 
tention. 

When over the southeastern part: of 
the city it came to a standstill, and then 
performed a -number of evolutions.. 
Business was at a standstill for a 
while. Every eye in town was directed 
to the eastern sky. 

For a few minutes the.big light stood 
still, then its rays were thrown to the 
north, and remained there for a few sec- 
onds. Then there was a sudden turn 
to the west. Then the rays were thrown 
east, and for a few seconds the light re- 
volved as*though its director was looking 
for something. 

Light as Big as a Bucket. 

In a few minutes the light which 
looked as big as a bucket came for- 
ward a little and there could be seen 
the outline of something trailing be- 
hind, 

“Tillinghast’s airship,” was the out- 
cry that came from everyone. 

The airship with its dark outline sud- 
denly started upward and after a few 
seconds it came down again: It hov- 
ered ever the city for about fifteen 
minutes and then turned eastward, 
starting in the direction of Boston. 

It is generally believed here that 
the airship was that of Wallace Til- 
linghast of Worcester. 

The visit of the airship caused gréat 
excitement and at midnight several 
hundred people were still in the streets 
waiting for its return.
